Entire State Commi&sion of Texas Will Sit

WASHINGTON, May 19.—The Interstate Commerce 
Commission’s general inquiry 
into the national freight 
rate structure as directed by Congress reached another 
milestone today in the form of oral arguments on that 
phase relative to rates in the West. 
Arguments will con­ 
tinue for probably ten days. At the invitation of the Com­ 
mission, the National Association of Railway and Utilities 
Commissioners appointed a committee of nine State Cor­ 
poration Railway Commissioners to co-operate with the 
Commission in its general inquiry, and they include Clar­ 
ence E. Gilmore, of the Texas Railroad Commission. The 
entire State Commission of Texas will sit with the com­ 
mission in the livestock arguments.

eral large tracts of land were men­ 
tioned as possibilities in that the 
owners are not only willing but 
anxious to dedicate them for the 
purpose.

game from the protected area may 
be killed during the legal hunt­ 
ing season.

Baby Beef Feeding 
Test At Big Spring 


The third test of a three year 
steer feeding 
experiment 
which 
has been conducted by the Texas 
Experiment Station at the A. and 
M. College in cooperation with the 
United States Department of Agri­ 
culture and the Big Spring Cham­ 
ber of Commerce at Bay Springs, 
Texas will be brought to a close 
June 8. 
A comparison of sorghum 
Rile aga, sorghum fodder 
and cot­ 
tonseed hulls in the ration of fat­ 
tening baby beeves is being made. 
An ordinary ration of ground milo 
heads and 
cottonseed 
meal 
was 
supplemented by three 
different 
roughages. 
Cottonseed hulls as 
the roughage has not given in any 
of the three te.*-ts as good results 
as has sorghum fodder or sorg­ 
hum silage both of which have giv­ 
en about equal results each time. 
Inasmuch as sorghum 
fodder 
is 
more readily provided by the small 
stockman it may be relied on as a 
good roughage in the ration. 
The complete results found 
by 
the present test will be announced 
at the Feeders' Field Day Meeting 
which will be held at the U. S. Ex­ 
periment 
Station 
on 
June 
8.

JENNINGS,WORLD WAR 
VETERAN, IS LAID TO REST ON 
SUNDAY-IMPRESSIVE SERVICE 


After a long and painful illness,! 
Cyrus Jennings 
passed away al j 
the home 
of his 
father-in-law,! 
Judge J. W. Hamilton and family,; 
on West 26th 
street 
Saturday) 
right, May lo, 1926. 
Mr. and 
Mrs. 
Jennings 
and 
their 
little 
daughter, 
Jane 
Elizabeth, 
had 
made their home with her parents 
in Bryan since his health became 
so bad, and during their residence 
he-e made a wide circle of true 
friends who mourn with the family 
today in their great sorrow and 
bereavement. 
Cyrus Jenning- 
was 
born 
at 
Leander, Williamson county, Tex­ 
as, November JO, 1890, and was 
.35 years, 6 month* and 5 days of 
age at the time of his death. 
He 
came to the A. and M. College of 
Texas as a Federal trainee after 
his discharge 
from 
the 
United 
States Army at the 
close of the 
World War, and it was here that 
be met and married Mis« France- 
Hamilton, his beloved companion. 
Cyrus Jennings was a brave and 
fearles 
soldier, 
and served his 
country with distinction during the 
recent world struggle. 
He enlist­ 
ed in the Army at San Antonio,!

109th infantry, 28th Division. 
On 
May 3, 1918, he sailed with the 
American 
Expeditionary 
Forces 
for overseas duty, where he re­ 
mained until March 25th, 1919. 
He was at the Battle of the Marne 
and Oarcq River, and on Septem-j 
ber 7, 1918, was gassed in the* 
Battle at Veise River. 
After sev­ 
eral weeks in the Army Hospital, 
he again joined his company and 
took part in the Battle of St. Mi 
hie). 
He was honorably discharg­ 
ed from the service of the U. S. 
Army at Camp Bowie, Texas, in 


March, 1919. 
His health, how­ 
ever, was lost, and he was never 
well and strong again 
As a Fed­ 
eral trainee he was given voca­ 
tional education as a cotton class­ 
er and for some time was suc­ 
cessfully engaged 
in 
this 
new 
work, but soon had to discontinue 
his place of service on account of 
failing health. 
Those who knew 
him well, knew hest of his high 
moral manhood and his Christian 
virtues. 
Noble and ambitious, he 
fought bravely to regain his place 
of usefulness in world affairs, but 
the dread disease would not be 
stayed, and death came to him at 
the time above stated.
